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T is much to be wiſhed, that all Students of Theo- 
4 logy were well acquainted with the original text 

of the Old Teſtament. Some of them, no doubt, 
are ſo: and, happily, more ef late than in former 
times.. But there 1s reaſon to apprehend, that many 
ſill are quite diſcouraged, from attempting it, by 


the ſuppoſed difficulties 6f the language, If they 


* will try the eaſy method here propoſed, and find it 
as agreeable as ſome others have done, theſe diffi- 
culties will ſoon vaniſh: and the pleaſure of reading 
the ſcriptures in the original will gradually increaſe. 
What knowledge of the Hebrew they thus acquire, 
will be no hinderance to their proſecuting the ſtudy 
of Hebrew Grammar in its full extent, and in its 
7 connexion with the other Oriental Languages. It 
may rather ſerve as an introduction, and better pre- 
pare them to make improvement under the learned 
Profeſſors of theſe languages. 

Though the ſtyle of Hiſtoflcal Scripture is ge- 
# herally more ſimple, it is judged proper they ſhould 
begin with the Pſalter, not only becauſe ſome parts 


of it are the eaſieſt of all, but becauſe it is a book 
with which, on ſeveral accounts, they ought to be 


particularly acquainted; and becauſe they have fo 
frequent occaſion to uſe it in the tranſlation. If by 
means of the following directions, chiefly by frequent 
reading, they can attain to explain the Pſalter rea-

dily, the reſt of the Hebrew Bible will not be dif-

The greateſt part of the Directions, and the whole 
of the Dictionary, the Compiler owes to Dr. Gx E- 
cory Snarre's Dilſertations and Letters, printed 
at London for John Millan, 195z. Only the Die- 
tionary is put into what ſeemed a more commodious 
form. The reaſons given by Dr. Suaxrz for the

And, 
as inclination leads, you may try other parts of the 


Old Teſtament. The primitive Hebrew words 
in the Old Teſtament, which is the only Hebrew 
Claſſic we have, are ſaid not to exceed nineteen” 
hundred; of theſe there are near twelve hundred 
in the Pſalms; and moſt of the reſt occur but 
ſeldom.
